Paris, Nov. 21.—Japan to-day 
proposed an investi g a t i o n 
throughout China under the 
auspices of the League of Na¬ 
tions, the League * Council ap¬ 
proved an investigation in Man¬ 
churia, and China’8 representa¬ 
tive on the Council agreed to 
consider the proposal when it is 
presented in written form. 

The Chinese Insisted, however, that 
evacuation of Manchuria by Japanese 
troops should bs made a condition of 
any investigation. The Japanese 
spokesman aald his government was 
ready to withdraw ita troop# aa soon 
as it was assured Japanese nationals 
In Manchuria were sale. 

HOPES BRIGHTER 

The Japanese proposal made no re¬ 
ference to Japan’s demand for treaty 
recognition, and this omission was 
accepted In league quarters as an In¬ 
dictment Japan waa in a conciliatory 
mood. This belief encouraged hopes 
that the Manchurian dispute may 
ultimately be settled peaceably. 

When these arrangements were com¬ 
pleted the Council adjoumda Its open 
meeting until Japan submits Its pro¬ 
posals In writing and the Chinese rep¬ 
resentatives consider them.

P ROBABLY AT NO OTHER TIME IN

pal government problem, been a. formidable a. they 
are at this moment, and next year they will be even 
more difficult. It is encouraging to observe, therefore, 
that there is an unusually large list of citizen* willing 
to take upon themselves the responsibilities and care, 
inseparable from office in the various braoche. of 
our civic service. TJieir public spirit is commendable 
and while only a small proportion of the candidate, 
can lie elected, all of them are factors in stimulating 
the elector, a more active and intelligent interest 
the mtfnagement of their affairs than they have 
been in the habit of showing.. 

Municipal politics are regarded by some as provid¬ 
ing a useful training-ground for the wider fields of 
public life, and not a few well-known public men 
.throughout the country have risen to prominence from 
this beginning. But for the next few years no such 
advantage will be attached to civic office. If among 
the candidates offering themselves in the forthcoming 
municipal elections there is anybody who feels that 
his success at the polls v^ould be the auspicious start 
of a public career he is'risking poignant disillusion¬ 
ment. This will be particularly the case in regard to. 
service on the city council: 

For the council to solve the problems which stand 
its path, it will have to adopt measures which may 
make it extremely unpopular in many quarters: it may 
antagonize a sufficient number of electors to make its 
endorsement at the polls in the future very improbable, 
if not impossible. It may be urged against this view 
that the successful disposal of our municipal diffi¬ 
culties will command the approval of so many of our 
citizens that they will be ready to place garlands 
upon the brows of the heroic tribunes who did so 
well; but. unhappily, this felicitous sequel rarely de¬ 
velops. When the electors become satisfied they in¬ 
variably lose interest in public affairs and their repre¬ 
sentatives, leaving the field to the dissatisfied ones. 

One of the most difficult undertakings ahead of 
next year's council will be the balancing of its budget 
—if such a thing be at all possible—and the restraint 
of the soaring propensities of the municipal tax rate. 
This will have to be effected in such a way as to 
preserve the vital services of the community and to 
impose no insuperable obligations upon future admin¬ 
istrations. This will demand all the resources of 
honest, able, experienced and resolute minds. There 
will be no opportunity for petty subterfuges, two-faced 
specious Appeals to little cliques among the electors, 
and cheap mock heroics. Whoever will have enough 
backbone openly to pursue a course dictated purely 
by considerations of public interest and stick to it, 
even if it is unpopular, may be annihilated at the next 
election but a few years hence the historian will 
smother his political grave with flowers. 

There is some admirable material in the roster of 
aspirants now before the public. The list includes suc¬ 
cessful men of business, some of whom have had ex¬ 
perience in the city council. It also includes candidates 
who lack both of these qualifications, and yet who 
want to be given an opportunity to direct services in¬ 
finitely more complex and difficult than any private 
establishment in this community, services which m one 
way or another involve millions of dollars. There wiH 
be legacies from the present unemployment relief im¬ 
broglio which alone will demand the best brains Vic¬ 
toria can produce, and that single problem is only in 
its incipient stages. In fact, we doubt if ever before 
has so heavy a responsibility devolved upon the electors 
of this city as that of selecting those who will be as¬ 
sociated with the administration of their municipal 
business neV y*nr 

In the brave days of ancient Rome when the 
favorite diversion of all classes of society was the 
gruesome sport in the amphitheatres, the gladiators 
who were shortly about to be exterminated always 
opened their tragic act by parading before the imperial 
box shouting. "Hail, Caesar, those who are about 
to die salute thee." A certain analogy to this pro- 
ceedmg may be found in our present municipal situ¬ 
ation in the sense that the chances are that if those 
who shall be elected this time do their full duty, 
without fear or favor, they may be thrown to the 
lions when they offer themselves again. Neverthe¬ 
less it is only such public men. animated by such dis¬ 
interested motives, who can successfully solve present- 
day governmental problems, whether in municipal, 
provincial or national public life. 

THE STATUTE OF WESTMINSTER 

A lthough the passage of the 

Statute of Westminster, the legislation removing 
the anomalies in the legal relationship existing between 
the Dominions and the British government, was ex¬ 
pected to be smooth, one eminent jurist and one or two 
Conservative members of the British Parliament are 
“viewing with alarm” these "revolutionary changes" 
in the empire’s constitution. 

Professor J. H. Morgan, who hold* the chair of 
constitutional law in the University of London, de¬ 
plores what he calls the inadequate debate which has 
marked the consideration of the bill, while he asks 
Rt. Hon. J. H. Thomas, who is in charge of the 
measure, if he intends' to treat the House with the. 
name Olympian disdain as he had already treated 
amendments passed by the Australian Parliament. 

The basis of Mr. Thomas’s reply was that the 
bill cut away a good deal of dead-wood, and for that 
reason should be supported. While announcing that 
he did not propose to vote against second reading 
•f the measure. Mr. Churchill said he had been in¬ 
formed by an eminent legal authority that if it passed 
in its present form the Irish Free State, under-g*— 
provisions, could repudiate the Free State constitu¬ 
tion and treaty. He wanted a safeguarding amend-

But Tbr London Times evidently is not worried 


about anytbing ltbe Statute of Westminster contains. 
It points out amt while in the strictly legal sense 
the new law/Dissolvea the old bonds oi empire, "it is 
hardly worth while bothe r in g about paper safeguards 
m the constitution.” which are needless if there h good 
faith and of no avail if there is not. "•Here in Eng¬ 
land and in Australia and New Zealand." adds the 
newspaper, “this attempt to define by written law 
the workings of a family partnership naturally inspires 
no enthusiasm. It is regarded either with indifference 
or with misgiving. The only justification for it is 
that some of the Dominions, notably the two youngest 
members of the family (the Irish Free State and 
South'Africa), pressed hard for a full legal recog¬ 
nition of equality as the only means of removing a 
sense pf grievance under Which they professed to 
suffer.” 

Rt. I Ion. L C. M. S. Araery, former Secretary 
of State for the Dominions, would seem to answer 
both Professor Morgan and Mr. Churchill, as well 
as reassure the old-fashioned imperialists, by his state¬ 
ment that he did not think, the empire could be held 
together on the foundation of the old legislative 
supremacy of the Mother Country. This is quite 
true. It is no use trying to write a constitution for 
the empire as a whole any more than it would be to 
try to develop a hard-and-fast economic policy. 

It will be recalled that South Africa demanded 
the right to secede from the eropirelf it thought such 
a course desirable. Much was made of the point 
at’ the lime; but the [apt remained obvious to any¬ 
body who cared to think that if South Africa took 
steps to leave the empire family, no British troops 
would be sent to that Dominion to keep her in agaisut 
her will. The empire is a friendly partnership of 
British nations held together, as Lord Balfour said, 
by the "silken ties of sentiment." 

THE RAILWAY COMMISSION

of the royal commission which the Dominion Gov- 
emment has appointed to investigate the railway prob¬ 
lem of this country, it would he on account of its size.

In which we 
saw Paul in Jerusalem under arrest 
and appf&llng to Caesar, and this les - | 
son. ln which he arrives at Rome as a 
prisoner, there has been much Inter¬ 
esting history. 

A voyage from Jerusalem to Rome 
Involved much time and danger. It 
was mnrfced by a serious shipwreck 
which might have been avoided hed 
the captain of the ship heeded Paul’s 
warning. 

The shipwrecked travelers were cast 
upon on island called Mellta. ,The 
island dwellers, though the record 
describes them as barbarous, showed 
the shipwrecked people much kind¬ 
ness. Here the company continued 
for three months when a ship of Alex¬ 
andria. which had wintered lu the 
Island, brought them to Puteoll. 
whehes they disembarked and made 
their way to Rome. 

The Christians In Italy apparently 
bad heard orPaul’e coming. At Pu¬ 
teoll. a short distance from Rome, he 
found certain Christian brethren, and 
apparently he remained there with 
them for seven dsys.

It was kinder these circumstances that 
Paul was able to write the epistles 
that we call "the epiatles of th* im¬ 
prisonment." And though Paul was 
unable to have hla case heard at Rome, 
where he had gone with such confi¬ 
dence to Caesar, ‘his yeara at Rome 
were an Important period ln Christian¬ 
ity. 

One of the first things Psui did on 
coming to Rome was call together the 
leading Jews ln that city. He ex¬ 
plained what hach happened in 
Jerusalem and how he was made pris¬ 
oner. The Jews at Rome assured him 
that they had heard nothing of these 
things. They asked him to apeak for 
himself, assuring him that they had 
heard Christians everywhere eppken 
against. Accordingly they came to 
Paul's lodging, and he expounded his 
Christian beliefs. The result Was that 
some believed and some disbelieved, 
and Paul's mission to the Oentlles 
was encouraged and confirmed.

I Nicholas Oeconomacos Is a native of 
Sparta. Greece. He Is a noted mu- 
jslclan who hM played before the 
crowned heads of Europe ln command 
performances. H# hM played to the 
schools sod hospitals of all the more! 
Important centres of population on 1 
the Pacific CoMt and hM played fori 
the edification of poor and rich alike 
on the streets of Beattie. 

PLAYED TO PROLETARIAT 

It was Nichols* Oeconomacos who, 
last May played o n the streets of| 
! Seattle in an effort to avert the fore¬ 
closure of the mortgage on his home j 
on Boren Avenue. He admitted thtsj 
morning that when tbe time arrived I 
for him to carry out his Intention to 
play on the streets, he wm a little un¬ 
nerved, but carried on resolutely. 

The courageous clarinetist started 
; hla musical parade in the Superior' 
| Court at Beattie and when his object 
I b ecam ® known. Judge Ciaypool stepped 
I down from his chair on the bench and ' 
|sald: “There's the throne for you to 
play on. Mr. Oeconomacos." 

The musician played for the em¬ 
ployees of the Puget Sound Light and 
Power Company and vrben he had fin¬ 
ished the entire staff of 500. Including 
the manager, marched past him and 
bowed their spnreclatlon of his ef¬ 
forts. He traveled about the Queen 
City In a luxurious limousine, lent for 
the occasion, and got out at the most 
congested points and played hla call- 
net for the people. 

Although he did not seek It. Mr 
Oeconomacos gained continental-wide 
publicity. Money and cheques flowed 
In from everywhere and the mortgage 
problem was soon lifted from the 
shoulders of the artistic musician. 
STARTED CAREER IN FARIA 

Nicholas Oeconomacos studied music 
in Parts and started hi* public earner 
with the Opera Comlque ln the French 
capital.

For the lMt 
twentv-five veers Mr. Oeconomacoe hs* 
resided In Beattie rnd most of that 
time hes been Identified with sym¬ 
phony orchestras.

K.C.. for the public 
trustee, explained that Mr. Drlnan 
lived for many yeare on the Riviera. 
He made a will In 1920 appointing the 
public trustee as his trustee and 
executor, and after his death the 
public trustee claimed a* part of the 
estate 10,728 Canadian Pacific ordinary 
shares, valued at that time at nearly 
£ 100 , 000 . 

It was then discovered that Joe 
Halat had begun an action against the 
National City Bank of New York for 
delivery of the certificates. 

Mr. Halat based his claim on two 
stock powers, by virtu# of which Mr. 
Drlnan purported to transfer the 
whole of the shares to Mr. Halat. 

The public trustee Intervened in 
those proceedings, and while the mat¬ 
ter wa* before the court Mr. Halat 
died. 

"It Is alleged.'• said Mr. Bchlller. 
that these stock powers were never 
signed by John Drlnan at all." 

A Manchester clerk 

Mr. Bchlller. describing Jo# Halat 
said he was formerly « Manefccster 
clerk arho set up in business on his 
own aa a cloth merchant of aorta. At 
one stage of his career he bought 
large quantities of cloth which he sent 
abroad, and. after receiving the pro- 
<*®da, left his creditors m the lurch. 
He was sentenced to twelve months' 
imprisonment for offence* under the 
Bankruptcy Act.

By Spain’s New Law 
Of Mutual Consent 

Easy Divorce Seen as Elevating Family Life, aa 
Partners Now Have to Watch Their Step and Be¬ 
come More Courteous and Devoted Than Under Old 
Conditions When Wife Waa Hopelessly Tied to 
Mate No Matter What He Did 

L ONDON—IConplH Who am t*out< > nipIatiu^ divom* without 
hostilities ahottlil wire their gratitude to the leginlatora of 
Mpain, who have agreed to dimolve any marriage on the grounda 
of mutual conoeut. 

This piece of lawmaking, whjfh makes Reno seem prim »ud 
antiquated, gets Spain of the stern grandeea side by aide with 
Mexico and Comniuniat Russia as the moat liberal countries in the 
world where dissolution of marriage i» concerned. 


While mutual consent may seem to 
some conservative judges a very 
flimsy ground for breaking up a home.' 
the Spanish legislators perhaps have' 
done little more than to make legally 
respectable a situation such as pre¬ 
vails In this country. For surely a 
fair proportion of British marriages 
are dissolved without that animosity 
which the law technically demands. 

Mutual consent, in spite of the un¬ 
wieldy but necessary pretence of un¬ 
faithfulness. to said by divorce lawyers 
to be the actual cause of a staggering 
number of divorces here.

desire of either .husband or wife. 

DOES NOT THREATEN MARRIAGE 

Such freedom need not toad to a 
breaking down of marriage. Indeed. 
It seems possible that It may bring a 
new idealism Into the relationship. If 
a man feels that he to s husband only 
on probation and that society would 
back up hto wife in leaving him If 
he should lose her love he to apt to be 
a more devoted and courteous com¬ 
panion than If be has a sense of being 
yoked for better or worse. And a 
woman who knows that she has no 
hold on her husband beyond hla pref¬ 
erence for her society will not make 
tha mistake of settling down and tot¬ 
ting herself go. 

There to a Chinese proverb which 
says. "We own only that which we 
have freed." The Spanish declare 
that to translate its philosophy into 
the divorce tows of the modern world 
may toad to a higher ideal of the 
obligations o t marriage than those 
which' have prevailed In. the more 
austere and rigid past.

Britain’s Roman Wall a Mighty Engineering Feat

Connell Tells of Seventy-three-mile Ancient Military Structure That Protected Country From Northern Invaders 

Details of Roman Life in Northern Outpost Revealed in Relics Now Found

The Romans gave way to the Angles, end the 
Wall paese d into history and more literally Into 
firm-steadings, castles, and stone dykes. Hbr- 
thumberlsr.d became the great centre of English 
Christianity, learning and literature, to fall In Its 
turn under the domination of the Danas while 
the ancient Knpltah tongue passed over the Tweed 
and became the language of the Lowland Boots. 
THE Bl'lLDISG OP THE WALL 

The Romans built nd length of wall comparable 
with the Great Wall of China with IU 1.900 
miles. Prom Carlisle to Newcastle, or rather, 
from Wallaend on the Tyne to Bowneae on the 
Solway, la seventy-three miles only, but the 
solidity of the structure far exceeded that of the 
Chinese defence. The stones were all quarried 
and fitted together on the faces, well and truly 
cemented with a breccia of smaller fragments. 
Five hundred years later the Venerable Bede 
described it aa eight feet to breadth and twelve 
feet in height, “in a straight line from east to 
west, as la still visible to all beholden." lta 
deviations from the straight line were for the 
purpose of Including such hills as toy to lie 
course, and a celebrated archaeologist of three 
centuries ago tells of the Wall running over 
the summit of a high bill with dimensions of 
fifteen feet In height and nine feet to thlok- 
n ***- A greet fosse or ditch ran along the north 
side, nearly forty feet wide, and on the south 
were parallel ramparts of earth, some of which 
are still to be seen, rising a man’s height or more 
above the ordinary level of the ground. These 
are the remains of Hadrian’s earth-wall of 191. 
Between the earth ramparts and the Wall ran 
the military n»d. 

The Roman engineers who laid out the Wall 
were not alow to take advantage of the natural 
features of the landscape, and among these 
features none, perhaps, were more notable or 
suited better the purpose In hand than a great 
Una of cliffs cropping out along the way to 
the North Sea. To be tolerably exact the Roman 
Wall follows this natural wall for at least sixteen 


stacks of the columnar form of the dolerlte. and 
the occurrence of this form ln from Bam borough 
near Belford gives 'us one of those delightful 
English place-names we miss to our common¬ 
place modern ones, this Is Splndlsstone Crags, 
the connection between the slender columns and 
the spindle of later mill-stones being obvious 
enough. 

How well the Orest Whin BUI lent Itself to 
observation Is well seen ln such a place as 
Wblnahlelds where the Wall climbs over a great 
craggy hill of dolerlte beneath whose cliffs a 
large scree of broken rock has collected. At Its 
foot Use the little Crag Lough and beyond an¬ 
other hUl takes up the course of the Well. 

HOME MILITARY STATION'S 

Returning from Dunstanburgh and Barn- 
borough whose foundations were laid fourteen 
centuries ago on the columns of the Bill, we 
come again to the Wall of whose busy years 
Kipling has given us so fresh and vivid r a picture 
to the words already quoted from "Puck of 
Pook's Hill." Of that life we have some Idea ln 
the number of soldiers known to have been on 
duty at any one time when the Wall was fully 
manned. The number Is reckoned at over 19.000. 
Every mile—or rather a little less, for the Roman 
mile waa about a hundred and fifty feet short 
of ours—mile-castles were placed, forts about 
sixty feet square, against the south aide. These 
had an entrance from the outside and from the 
Wall itself, the two being opposite each other. 
The mile-cast lea had between them four watch- 
towers about twelve feet square. Then at inter- 
\als of about four miles came the large stations 
or camps enclosing within their walls of dressed 
stone square areas of between three and six 
seres. One of these, known as Housesteads. la 
thus described by Edmund Bogg in his "Lake¬ 
land and Rlbblaadale 


stones of the gateways. The width of these ruts, 
four feet six tochss. is precisely the same aa thews 
to be seen to the streets of Pompeii." 

But ol all these stations the finest one is that 
known aa Chesters, an English equivalent of the 
Roman "caatra” such aa la found to so many 
place-names throughout the country. IU Roman 
name was Cilurnum. It covered about tlv« and 
a half acres and waa enclosed by a wall live 
feet to thickness. It Is believed to be older 
than the Wall itself and to be one of a number 
of forte originally detached but later connected 
by the Wall. The desert ber of Houses teads thus 
pictures Chester*: 

“The ruins are nearly all exposed and free 
from earth accumulations, and present the most 
perfect examples of the camp buildings of the 
larger Roman stations. The Forum occupied 
the centre of the camp, and at the south end 
of the enclosure la a vaulted chamber in good 
preservation, which is supposed to have been 
the treasury of the station. Near the centre of 
the eastern wall waa ths preetorium or general’s 
quarters. The hypocaust (or hot-air furnace) 
blackened by smoke and formerly yielding quan¬ 
tities of soot. Is to an almost perfect state. The 
slabs of atone which form the floors of the rooms 
are in position. Close to the river a series of 
seven-arched niches to good preservation is 
noteworthy. What they vc^s intended for la 
matter of conjecture. At this point, feeing the 
middle of the station, the North Tyne waa 
crossed by a bridge of considerable alee, as to 
evinced by the remains of the buttresses on ths 
banks, and the pier* in the river bed. .... The 
stones are large and neatly fashioned, retaining 
their origins! positions. The lewis holes and 
for the iron binders are clearly defined. 
.... When the bridge was perfect It must have 
been a noble example of achitectural skill " At 
this station waa found’ part of a bronse tablet 
conferring Roman citlaanshlp on veterans of 
twenty-five years’ service honorably discharged 
after employment m Britain. 

SONg DISTANT FROM THE SEVEN HILLS 

One or two interesting things about these 
ancient Roman remains of the military life of 
the Wall are to be noted. A very large number 
of stone altars suitably inscribed have been found, 
and It appears that their inscriptions give not 
only the names of the well-known gods of the 
Latin mythology but bear names of deities of 
whom no trace is to be found in Roman litera¬ 
ture or archaeology elsewhere. It Is thought 
that to addition to the reverence paid to the 
familiar gods of their fathers the Roman soldiers 


power to this land over the "sons distant from 
the Seven Hills." Certainly to that wfld rain¬ 
swept country with the fierce PicU and Scots 
forever coming up out of the heathery sweeps, 
out of the dense woods, or from the treacherous 
bog-lands the superstitious soldiery may often 
have wondered how best they could placate the 
spirits of the place, and hence the carved stone 
altars to the strange "unknown gods.” 

There are. too. some touching tombstones 
or sepulchral slab*. One of these was found 
at Chesters snd its Latin Inscription la thus 
translated: 

"Sacred to the Divine Shades: 

T® Fabls Honorpta. Pabius Honoratus, 
Tribune of the First Cohort of the 
Vanglones. and Aurelia Egllclane 
erected this to their sweetest daughter." 

Another found near Carlisle rends: 

To the Divine BJiade*: 

Aurelia Aureliana lived forty-one years. 
Ulpius ApoLUuui* erected this to his 
beloved wife." 

A rather curioUa thing about the Roman 
Wall Is the greet amount of coins found about 
the stations. Thus 16,000. of silver and bronae 
chiefly, were found to a well adjoining the 
etatlon of Procolltle how known as Carrawburgh. 
aa well aa altars, vases, brooches. The .coins 
dated from th# tftne of Mark Anthony to that 
of Oratlan or over a period of about 650 years. 
Ba numerous are the coins.—"no relics of the 
Romans are more numerous than these”—that 
It has been conjectured that the soldiers found 
no use for their wagee ln that secluded country 
and ao had thrown their money away. It hardly, 
however, teems consistent with Kipling's picture 
of the Wall town and lta feverish life. But there 
the coins are, mostly of oourse by now to various 
public and private collections and hardly forming 
such a Tom Tiddler’s, ground aa might. toxUe th* 
coin lew* ln these* depressed days. 

8o Where once the fiery reign of Vulcen bed 
•eared the land With moltpn levies and where 
again the reign of Boreas had gripped the 
countryside with enow and Ice for thousands of 
years, the first great empire of the west ruled 
for three and a half centuries. Then with lta 
power at home snd abroad seriously waning the 
legions were withdrawn and Britannia waa left 
to await the coming of the tribes from across 
the North Bee who should found there the east 
of «n« t h * r empire vast beyond all ths dreams of 
a Caesar. Not leas* among the precious pos¬ 
sessions of the Mother I*nd am those gray 
stones that mark the defences of Rome against 
the elusive northern peoples whom ehe could 
not conquer. 


TN THAT delightful book of Kipling’s. “Pwik 
^ of Pook’s Hill." there Is a chapter called "The 
Orest Wall." and to It w# have a lively descrip¬ 
tion of that strange and persistent arm of atone 
that the Romans, ln fierce determination to hold 
bock the Piets from the south country, threw 
across the north of England from the Bolway 
to the mouth of the Tyne. “Just when you 
think you are at the world's end, you see a 
smoke from east to west as far as the eye can 
turn, and then, under It, also aa far as the eye 
can stretch, houses and temples, shops and 
theatres, barracks and granaries, trickling along 
like dice behind—always behind—one long, low, 
rising and falling, and hiding and showing Una 
of towers. And that is the Wall I ..... Along the 
top are towers with guard-houses, small towers 
between. Even on the narrowest part of It 
three men with shields can walk abreast, from 
guard-house to guard-house. A little curtain- 
wall no higher than a man's neck, runs along 
the top of the thick wall, ao that from a distance 
you see the helmets of the sentries sliding beck 
•nd forth like beads." 

This fortified wall, built by the Emperor 
Bevem* to 206. beside Hadrian's older Wall, has 
greatly changed ln the course of seventeen 
centurlea. The “thin town eighty mllee long . . . 
one roaring, rioting, cork-fighting, wolf-baiting, 
horse-racing town” of KlpUng's tale. Into which 
the Wall with lta garrison* and camp-followers 
and ah altering inhabitants inevitably grew. Is 
now gone; only across the wild moorlands runs 


long gape where the stones have been removed. 
But still as in the days of Hadrian and 8everus. 
and of Pam eel us who talked with Dan and Una. 
there stretch far away to the hortson the wild 
heathery hill* that unite the Cheviots with the 
Pennine*.

Winter Notes From Mt. Rainier 


By Robert Connell 


M OUNT RAINIER, thought qpt quite so familiar 
to Victorians he Mount Baker, to yet to 
interesting a feature of the distant view from 
Oak Bay to Cad boro Bay that It seems in a real 
sense to belong to ue. In fine clear weather Its 
huge snowy mass, tinted * pale rosy red by the. 
hundred and twenty miles of lower atmosphere 
between. Just rises beyond the low eastern spurs 
of the Olympics. Thus we havs two dormant 
volcanoes within sight of Orest Victoria. 

Through the kindness of the Educational De¬ 
partment of Mt. Rainer National Park I have re¬ 
ceived the November number of their "Nature 
Notea." As usual It Is full of Interest. The fountain 
baa iu winter blanket on. for on October 23 
twenty-eig ht Inch es of snow fell In Parsdise 
Valley. It to to be hoped that this winter will 


see a decided Increase in the snowfall on the 
mountains generally, for the late dry yean have 
had a marked effect on the glaciers whose ex¬ 
istence after ell depends more on precipitation 
than on temperature. Thus I see that the 
Emmons glacier on the northeast slope, the 
“largest in continental United States,” needed 
during the period between September 16. 1690 
and October SO. 1661. no toss than 142 feet. 

A very charming account to given of an 
autumn walk through the woods from Longmlrt 
Springs to Bear Prairie. In spite of the dlTlerence 
of altitude—Longmir* is 3.761 feet above sea level

But it Is fairly certain 
that early man was soon at work fashioning not 
only flakes of flint such aa be found, like Richard 
Jefferies, in eojn# water-worn channel but 
weapons and took that required a vary systematic 
use of ths flaking method to bring them to the 
perfection which they exhibit to us in our 
museums sad collections. In fact. Just aa from 
a certain point of view we may measure civilisa¬ 
tion by the advances made In machinery or 
anginas, so th# forward steps of our far ancestors 
are marked by a wonderfully developing skill in 
fashioning objects of flint and similar aaaterlak. 

Among tbs "similar materials" we must put 
the chert already referred to.

In either 
Instance the resulting rock k practically pure 
silica In ths form of quarts and k frequently 
capable of being flaked by skilful hands as suc- 
csaofuliy as flint or Its relatives.

In addition to thaaa quartos# materials there 
k another favorite one. found, however, only in 
certain voicknic regions. This k obsidian, a dark 
volcanic glass resulting from the rapid cooling of 
oertaln highly siliceous lavas. On# may say that 
th# first glass ware waa thus really “cutlery." 
Usually the glassy portion of a lava la of no'vary 
great thickness, sometimes little more than a 
crust, but in Yellowstone Park there k in Ob¬ 
sidian Cliff a mass of glaae a hundred feet thick, a 
very unusual phe n omenon. Obsidian exhibits the 
asms concholdal fracture aa flint and a sharp 
cutting edge; in fact, the ancient Mexicans made 
not only knives but rmaore of thk glass. Related 
to obsidian k pltchstone, another glassy volcanic 
product, but less glassy and more pitch-like In 
appearance; It, too. like some of the finer-grained 
and lees-altered basalts of thk coast, waa flaked 
for took and weapons. A few weeks ago I told of 
finding a dm of fine-grained volcanic agglomer¬ 
ate on Mount Tolmle. evidently a remnant from 


an Indian cutler's out-of-doors workshop. I see 
from the 1«M Museum Catalogue that five spear¬ 
heads of a "cherty atone" ware found by a Mr. 
Praser on that hill In 1895. Very probably they 
were made from the block of which I found the 
core. 

Besides the mxterlsk I have mentioned many 
others were used with more or leas success; slate, 
for example. The rocks about Victoria do not as 
a rule present suitable material for cutkry, and 
their use was confined largely to hammers and 
other heavy 'Implements. Along the coast and 
among the boulders on hillsides the Indians, who 
were always on the look out for what would 
serve their ends, found stones Urge and small 
brought by the great ice from a wide area. In¬ 
cluding both IsUnd and malnUnd mountains. I 
have several times found boulders which have 
evidently been used to obtain fresh supplies of 
cutting material. In addition, too, U k oertaln 
that a certain amount of trading went on among 
the tribes for desirable stone as well as shells, and 
that some of the finer and more beautifully- 
executed objects may have traveled a long way 
before they came Into the hands of thalr last 
owners.

method k by the application of pressure by means 
of a place of bone or even wood, for the structure 
of flint and some o t tha other flaking atones k 
auch that a comparatively light pressure know¬ 
ingly applied k often sufficient to make a flake 
fly off. Borne years since a demonstration of tha 
pressure method waa given tha local Natural His¬ 
tory Society by two vial tore.from the interior, wqo 
operated with common coarse bottle glass. 

Flints could hardly be used much without dis¬ 
covering that whan struck together or by a suit¬ 
ably hard Instrument they emit sparks, yet It waa 
not from them primitive man got hk fire, but 
from the rubbing stick which, curiously enough, 
la the origin of tha “swastika" sign, ao often used 
aa an emblem of good luck. But when flint and 
•teal did come into use they dominated tha house¬ 
hold rites for many centuries. In fact, down to 
laea than a century ago tha Canadian hunter and 
trapper carried in hk long scarlet sash hk flint, 
ateel and tinder aa his eote fire-produsing Instru¬ 
ment. Long after the tinder-box bad practically 
ceased out of common uae tha flint continued to 
be used In the old flint-locks which my friend 
Mr. Maynard of Tates Street prises among hk re¬ 
markable collection of firearms. Tha flint, held 
In tha Jaws of tha cock, struck tha steal hammer 
when tha trigger waa pulled; a flash fall on tha 
powder in tha flash-pan below and Ignited tha 
powder in tha barrel by way of the primed touch- 
hole. In the guns before thle you ignited tha 
powder with a lighted “match" or alow-bumlng 
cord prepared for tha purpose. 

Bo when flint tool* and weapons want out of 
fashion the making of flints still went on; first 
for the uni renal tinder-boxes, and than for the 
flint-lock guns. It k not surprising to find that 
tha art of tha fllnt-knapper descended to our 
own days, since long after gun-fllnte had given 
way to percussion-cape, and percuaekm-cape to 
cartridges with fixed cape, the old guns were mads 
for tha African trade, and thalr flints were being 
made In England within tha last twenty yean. 

THE STONE AOE IN MODERN ENOLAND 

In Mr. MaraU's Interesting book on “Anthro¬ 
pology" In the “Home University" aerlaa than U a 
very interesting account of two see nee; one from 
the dead past, tha other from the living praaent; 
both laid In tha county of Suffolk just across 
frpm Norfolk and within sixteen miles of Bury 
Bt. Edmunds. Near tha town of Brandon k a 
place known aa Orlme'a Qraves. It k a group of 
neolithic flint-mlnct. Into one of these an 
archaeological clergyman. Canon Oreehwall. en¬ 
tered by a funnel-shaped pit forty feet deep, 
through the accumulated rubbish of which ha had 
to dig hk way. “Down at thk level It appeared 
that tha neolithic worker had found tha bast 
flint. Thk ha quarried by means of narrow gal¬ 
lerias in all directions. Par a pick ha used a red- 
dear's antler. . . . Hts lamp was a cup of chalk. 
His ladder waa probably a aerlaa of rough ate pa 
cut in the aldea of the pit. . .A neolithic work¬ 
shop waa found Just to tha south of Orlme'a 
Oraves. Hera, scattered about on all aides, ware 
tha cores, tha hammer-stones that broke them 
up. and knives, scrapers. borers, spear-heads and 
arrow-heads galore, in all stages or manufacture." 

Now for the modern scene: “WaJJ. 1st us hie fo 
Llngbeeth. not far off, and what do we find? A 
family of the name of Dyer carry on to-day ex¬ 
actly the asms old method of mining. Thalr pita 
are of aquater shape than the neolithic ones, but 
otherwise similar. Their one-pronged stick retains 
the shape of the deer’s antler Thalr light k n 
candle stuck in a cup of chalk. And tha ladder 
la just s atriea of ledges, or. a# they call them, 
‘foes' in tha wall, flea fast apart and connected 
by foot-holes. Th# miner almply Jerks hk load 
of several hundredweight of flints from ledge to 
ledge by the aid of hk head, which he protects 
with something that neolithic man waa probably 
without, namely, an old hotter hat. Ha even 
talks a language of hk own. ‘Rubber-hutching 
on tha eoah' la tha term for sinking a pit on tha 
slant, and for all We can tell may have a very 
ancient pedigree. What becomes of the miner’s 
output? it k sold by th# 'Jar—a Jag being a plk 
Juat ao high that wheu you stand on any aide you 
can see the bottom flint on the other—to the 
knappers of Brandon. Any one of these—for In¬ 


stance. my friend Mr. Snare—will, while you wait, 
break up a lump with a abort round hammer into 
manageable places. Then placing a ’quarter* with 
hk left hand on the leather pad that covers his 
knee, he will with xfT oblong hammer strike off 
flake after flake, perhaps 1,500 in a morning; and 
finally wUl work these up Into sharp-edged squares 
to serve aa gun-fllnte lor tha trade with 
native Africa. . , . Mr. Share is not merely an 
artisan, but an artist. Ha haa chipped out a flint 
ring, a feat which taxed tha powers of tha clever 
neolithic knappers of predynastlc Egypt; whilst 
with one of h^s own flint fish-hooks ha has taken 
a fine trout from tha Llttk Oust that runs by 
the town." - 

HOW THE FLINTS GREW 

The flints that occur in tha European Chalk 
art of animal origin in that at least tha ground¬ 
work of them k derived from such allies-secreting 
animals aa sponges. Thee# sponges, "passive, 
vegetative animals," as Professor J. Arthur Thom¬ 
son calk them, abounded In spicules or needles 
variously shaped, consisting of silica in tha form 
of opaL Now opal dissolves more easily than 
quarts or chalcedony, and thua the opal spicules 
furnished a siliceous solution which again, in 
combination with silica derived from other 
sources, collected in suitable centres in tha limy 
matrix often about soma nucleus of organic life, 
and thua formed tha irregular nodules called 
"flints." They are often full of sponge spicules 
and not Infrequently contain fossils of sponges. 

The cherts are the siliceous members of lime¬ 
stones, and It u quite likely that tha "flint" 
Colonel Bchrelber gave me came from one of our 
limestone deposits on thk coast. Thera era faint 
traces in it of sponge spicules and of microscopic 
animal lift but far from as plentifully aa In an 
English flint specimen I have. The Chalk forma¬ 
tion of Europe la almply a limestone formation 
of a somewhat powdery consistency, built up 
largely of foraminiferri and mollusc shells, teste 
of sea-urchins, and spicules of sponges. It re¬ 
sembles a llttk certain deep-water deposits but 
not entirely. Both chalk and' lime*tone being 
composed of carbonate of lima art particularly 
subject to replacement by silica, a fact Illustrated 
occasionally In our local rocks. The silica In tha 
fqnn of flint or chert, as the case may be. la 
aome times distributed throughout the limy matrix 
to form bands or continuous siliceous bads. 

Chalk k almost peculiar to Eurlpe, though tt 
k found in tha United States, but la nowhere of 
-so pure a quality aa tha Buropean. Though found 
in places aa far apart aa Pennsylvania and Texas, a 
flints are not reported from Canada, but charts of 
different kinds are common. Not many of them, 
so fir as I can ascertain, approach in quality of 
hardness and fracture their near relatives tha 
flints. But that there are some that do, this 
specimen from Books River la evidence. Bo strong 
k tha resemblanoe that on# may quite pardonably 
cah It "flint," though It k probably In origin, 
history and general structure more properly 
described at "chert." The border-line k haxy, 
and the nearest approach to exactitude seems to 
be to call the siliceous concretions of tha chalk- 
beds “flint," of llmestons beds “chart." but that 
requires a knowledge of the source we do not 
always possess.

Edison had to discover 
how to extend the life of a bulb 
many-fold longer, how to substitute 
for platinum in the conducting of the 
current and how to increase the 
candlepower so that more light could 
be given off.

U P TO THE first commercial lamp of 
Edison, the world had relied on 
kerosene, candles, gas. whale oU and 
arc lights. 


All were hopelessly in¬ 
efficient as compared with the Incan¬ 
descent light. Many of them, more¬ 
over. highly dangerous. Oas was par¬ 
ticularly ao. There waa the Incon¬ 
venience of leaks ln the pipe, the 
blackening of the oeillng and walls, 
pipes freezing tn winter, the annoy¬ 
ance and cost of repairing pipes Into 
which water had seeped. 

And then kerosene, gas, candles and 
ths arc electric light were all liable 
to start a fire. Major Hammer made 
a tabulation of the number of fires 
in New York City before the advent 
of the Edison Incandescent lamp. They 
were numerous and expensive as the 
following table shows.

If It Inclined at an angle It promptly 
burst Into flames. If it were rocked 
e little, ignition resulted. The In- 1 
candescent lamp <tf Edison could be 
burned at any anfeia. It could be 
shaken at will. No ignition could 
result.
